Buildings at Rear of the Four Courts, in which are several Apartments allocated excliuively for the use of the 
Profession of Attorneys and Solicitors generally, and the Cost of furnishing same ; and also a Grant made to them 
as an outfit for stocking their Library (besides a laige Number of Law Books out of the Library at the King’s Inns) j 
likewise a grant made to the Principal of the late Law Institute; the Erection of a Building at the King’s Inns 
for Lectures for Students and the Profession generally, in which are Reception Rooms for both Barristers 
and Attorneys; and also Grants for Superannuated Servants of the King’s Inns, and Grants for Charitable 
Purposes.
